Reallocation authority is requested for nine (9) Examiner Pins whose duties have changed due to restructuring of
processes of the agency as discussed with the Executive Director of MSPB prior to the FY 15 Budget Request.

Reclassifications:

Total Dollar amount requested: $113,282

Reclassification authority is granted annually by the State Personnel Board for the agency-specific "Examiner Series'.
Thirteen (13) examinerswill be eigible for reclassification promotionsin FY 15 based on years of experience and
educational certifications. The Legislative Realignment effective FY 13 (July 2012) was substantial for this Series and
brought salary ranges closer in line with the Department's Federal counterparts. The FY 07 realignment in addition to
the Examiner Series realignments of 2003, 2005, and 2007 will continue to help reduce the turnover rate of young
examiners as they progressin this career path Series as salary inequities and employment benefits between regulatory
agencies are now minimal.

Educational Benchmarks:

Total Dollar amount requested: $191,433

Funding for educational benchmarks is requested for employees who will have completed coursework in program
areas currently authorized for educational benchmarks by the SPB Professional Devel opment Review Committee.
These benchmarks include agency-specific certifications from the Conference of State Bank Supervisors (CSBS),

LSU Graduate Schoal of Banking, and the American Bankers Association Graduate Trust School as well as
benchmarks for programs offered through the SPB Office of Training including the Basic Supervisory Course,
Certified Public Manager Program, and Administrative Services Certification Program. Also included in thisfigureis
one (1) IT Special Compensation Award.

Other Salary Adjustments:

Total Dollar amount reduced: ($124,756)

Reduction from FY 14 Salary Appropriation requests due to agency only being able to find examiners with less
experience than preferred. This decreased expected salary and education benchmark costs for continuing salaries for
FY15.

TRAVEL:

Additional Dollar amount requested: $219,034

An FY15increasein funding for Travel cost is requested to fund the required travel of the additional seven (7)
Examiner Pins which were received in FY 14.
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In-depth compliance examinations continue to increase. Out-of-state travel aso continues to increase as more
licensee offices are located outside Mississippi, however, statutes provide that all out-of-state travel relating to
Consumer/Mortgage examinations be 100% reimbursed by the licensee. As such, the agency spending authority must
reflect additional expenditures associated with agency reimbursed out-of-state travel .

80% of total agency employees are Field Staff traveling year-long and agency travel costs are expected to continue to
increase due to the following anticipated factors---

---Additional in-depth examinations are being required due to problem institutions and joint examinations with
Federal counterparts and other states.

---Fluctuation in general travel costs including both mileage reimbursements as mandated by the Federal Register as
well as continued increases in hotel costs.

---Agency examiner staffing - FY 13 travel reflected only anominal increase from FY 12 due to a staff of 55
(fifty-five) employees with a monthly average of 8.19 vacancies during the year, but is expected to return to well over
100% in FY 14 and FY 15 with our current staff of 62 (sixty-two) employees and expected monthly vacancy rate of
lessthan 1 (one).
